Montclair 
and Caldwell, and uuleaa art tied before 
Monday, It will eiteud to tbe Oranges 
and eauae a auapeoalou of bulldlog work 
there. It le estimated tbat about 700 
meo are oow Idle oa account of tbe 
*• lockout.!’ aa It la termed. Carpenters, 
tnaeoDs, plumbrra aud palutera are alike 
Involved la tbe dlffijulty. 

Tbe preaeot difficulty arose over a 
question of wages to be paid to nraeooa' 
laborers Tbe rate paid was 12 BO per 
day. Tbs Masters' Aaaocialloo decided 
tu reduce tbat rate to 12 40 per day. tbe 
same aa paid lo Newark. Tba laborers 
refused to submit to tfia reduction, aod 
tbe lookout followed. 

Ad effort baa been made to settle tbe 
dlfflculty by arbitration, and tt a meet- 
log bald Saturday olgbt, B. D. Craua of 
Montclair was agreed upon as arbitra¬ 
tor. Ha declined to serve, oo tbe ground 
tbat be was prejudiced In favor of tbe 
Masters' Asaoctatloo. and Benjamin Car- 
tar, President of tba Montclair Trust 
Company, was selected In ble stead. 
Mi. Carter agreed to serve, providing 
tbal bulb side# lo tbe oootroverey would 
piomlae to abide by ble dectaloo. 

Aaotber meeting was held Monday 
afternoon for tbe purpose of aetlog upon 
Mr. Carter's proposition, Tbe com¬ 
mittee appointed to preaeot tbe case to 
tba referee wee reedy to begin negotia¬

Tba following statement of tbe mas- 
tars' aids of toe case la prtaeoted by tba 
ffeoretary of the Masters' Association :

It la to rush Into print over 
nay matter, but because I happen to 
bold tba position as Secretary of tbe 
Master Carpenter S’ Aaaocialloo of Mont¬ 
clair aod vldolty I am loosed upon aa 
AO authority In matters Co 00 acted with 
said eseoctelloc; and n >t only am I 
obliged to at kwer questions upon that 
nacouot upon which I am In utter Igno¬ 
rance, or thought to be avoiding tbe 
queet<oo, but 1 am obliged to listen lo 
the moat absurd aolutloua of the diffi¬ 
culties sod differences existing between 
wureeivee and our workmen.

Wttbdut going Into 
uninteresting detail#, 1 will simply stele 
tket lb# whole thing, boiled down, bee 
been brought about by tbe refuse! of tbe 
m»o to arbitrate, not only ibe quest loo 
At leeoa, but any question that might 
arise In tbe future.

Every Buodey for several mootba 
past, a mao clad lo tba bomaiy garb of 
a laborer, was seen to visit Mt. Olivet 
Cemetery lo tbla town aod linger loog 
and sorrowfully at tbe elde of a grave 
there. Tbe man was Felix Moacboloekl, 
a Polaoder, residing lo N utley, and tbe 
grave was tbat of bla wife, who died 
from an attack of typhoid fever a abort 
lime ego, leavtog au lofaot child. Tba 
husband's bereavement brought on so 
attack of melaooboly, aod with addition¬ 
al troubles, owing to bla belag out of 
work sod tbe elckoees of bis child be 
Intimated bla loleotloo of ending bla 
Ufa. 

On Sunday aftarn -on last be went to 
tbe cemetery aa usual and arrived home 
about 4 o'clock. Nagtuskl was lying on 
tbe bed when Moeoboloekt came toto 
ble room and asked him why be dfd oot 
•*go out aod get the fresh sir ” Naglo- 
ekl replied tbat be would aod went 
down stairs, where bla wife was attend¬ 
ing Moeoboloekl'a nick child. Moecbo- 
loekl followed soon after aod was asked 
to take tbe child by Mrs. Nagluekl, but 
declined with tbe remark tbat be was 
sick, too, end spoke about getting 
married. 

Mrs Negioekl told him ble wife was 
dead only a month, but If be wanted to 
gel married she could not prevent. He 
then went upstairs, and In about Ore 
minutes tb« report of a pistol shot waa 
beard from tbe upper part of ttys bouae. 
followed by shrieks of agony .> Naglnakl 
waa tbe first to reach Mosoboloekt’a 
room, aod found olm stretched oo tbe 
bed with a bullet bole to bis left breast. 

Dr. Boy Laugdon waa summoned, but 
Moacboloekl was beyond human aid, 
and expired shortly after tbe doctor's 
arrival. Chief of Polios Heory Koab, 
Hr., took charge of the body and tbe 
premises until tbe arrival o* County 
Pbyalolao McKensle. After view log tbe 
body Dr. McKenzie gave permission to 
have It prepared for burial. One of 
Nagloekl's daughters Informed the 
County Pbyeldao tbat Moscboloakl bad 
repeatedly said: “Mr wire died oo 
Sunday, aod I will die oo a Sunday, 
too."

Bui: 1 read with Interest your article 
reporting tbe proeeedlogs of tbe Board 
of Be bool Estimate, end am please I to 
know there ere still some men In town 
wbem our Superintendent of Schools 
bee foiled to hypnoilxs. It be oootlou- 
elly misquoted In the papers or are the 
etalemeote purposely mislead lug? lo 
bla Interview of Thursday lest In tbe 
Newark Evening Neva, be says: “Tbs 
plan of sconumy, lo my estimation, ta 
poor policy, when salaries In tbs vlolnity 
are got. g up. East Orange alone Is 
offering so loot ease of 960 for teachers 
to remalo." 

Are there oot other reason* for these 
teachers leaving? It ta a well-known 
feet tbat they dou't all le^ve-for this 
reason. Take aa an Instance, I am told 
tbat last ya r was tbe first In several 
In wbleb tbs Board Increased salaries 
generally, and wbet Is tbe result? Tbat 
w# tost mors teachers tbes lo eoy one 
y ser before. Again I am told tbs lo- 
creese applied for this yser was for three 
new teacher# and supplies, end as It was 
not lo tended to Increeee any salaries, 
how can tbla eoooomy be any detriment 
to tbe present staff of teachers? I 
understand we give aa much aa any of 
lbs nearby towns to a new teacher Just 
starting, but It Is folly to expeot ws can 
keep pace with tbs Oranges or Moot- 
clalr lo tba salaries paid after that time, 
ee one can very readily see tbe vast 
difference In tbe aaaeaaable property lo 
those towns and ours. 

lo tbs smaller towns tbs base-ball 
teams are looked upon aa forma for tbs 
teams in tbs larger cities. Wby? Be¬ 
cause they can afford to pay very much 
higher salaries, aod so It will ever be 
with our school a. Try on we will, we 
o an not alter It, nod after ell It mey be 
e blessing In d.agul*e on when n teeebet 
w«M keen from Norms! School aad 
•toys, aey two years. Th»y am young, 
ambitious, full of Am nod enthusiasm, 
aod whet they leek lo experl so ee they 
to aU probability soaks up for from that 
superabundance of aothoatoom. lo all 
likelihood giving op an mush reel work 
ta tbet two yeses as they do lo any 
toms afterwards. I am told tket se s 
matter of oourtesy we allow other 
superintendents of schools to go 
through oar schools; wfieo they look 
wvar tke Lkely teachers aod afterwards 
make them offers to go to their 
schools. This may be oourtesy, but It Is 
mighty poor business. Would any or 
our lector/ owaer* allow any each 
thing? I doubt It very much. 

Mr. Obaooellor states In that Inter¬ 
view that wa have 2,500 school children; 
I believe U would be safe betting tbat 
we have not 3,300, e very marked differ¬ 
ence when It comes to oompertsoos. 
Again at the sod of lest year we bed e 
balance of 91,100, and this year nothing, 
which dearly shows tbet notwithstand¬ 
ing lbs above mentioned Increase to 


teach ere be asked for >1,000 mors then 
waa osoeeeary. 1 write this feeling 
tbet ble criticisms do the town lojury 
end bring reproach upon ue, wbloh ooe 
can see by referring to lest Bunday's 
Call aod tbs New York /Yeas of tbs 34tb 
Inst; and while I would oot go so far ee 
to question ble right lo erltlclse the 
action of tbe Board, I most oerteloly 
criticise hi* Judgment In doing so.
